Music  represents  the  possibility  for  man  to  communicate  mood,  experience  and  feeling, 
which  could  not  be  represented  in  rational  form.

Yet  there  has  been,  and  still  will  be  music  that  is 
imaginative,  original,  meaningful,  coherent  and  insightful,  quality  music  such  has  been  produced 
over  the  last  few  years  by  many  great  artists,  and  hopefully  to  be  followed  in  the  future  by 
whatever  narrow  vein  of  quality  is  left.
